TERRIBLE MINIMI DISASTER. 
The report of a terrible mine disaster 
comes from St. Eticnne, in the department 
of Loire, According to advices, seventy- 
three miners perished. The wives, chil- 
dren and relatives of t he entombed miners 
surround the mouth of the pit, and a most 
heart-rending scene was witnessed as the 
bodies of the victims were brought to the 
surface. If the accident had happened on 
an ordinary working day, instead of a fete 
day, the loss of life would have been much 
greater. The rescuers were greatly harass- 
ed in their work by collapsed galleries, 
which prevent access to the imprisoned 
men. The first minors taken out, eight in 
number, were resuscitated. 

TIN'. RUSSEL DIVORCE SUIT. 
The general interest in the Karl Russell 
separation ease is due solely to the rank 
and social position of the parties to it, and 
to the fact that the respondent is the grand- 
son of a former statesman. The result 
proves that Lady Russell's petition for a 
judicial separation ought never to have been 
tilled, or never to have been allowed to come 
to a public hearing. The lady is not with- 
out faults of her own, and Lord Russell is 
not an easy person to get on with. The de- 
tails were paltry, sordid and often con- 
temptible.

VANCOUVER 

Vancouver, B.C., Dec. 7.— It is rumored 
that the C. P. R. will resume its passenger 
service between Vancouver and Westmin- 
ster again before Christinas, with rates 
similar to the tramway's fare.

THE BARTHQDKE IN JAPAN. 

Tho Causes of the Tionb'e— T rrible Dlsliew 
Among the Untoriun vies. 

Yokohama, Nov. 120, via San Francisco, 
Dec. G. — News of the earthquakes continues 
to come in. Mr. Iguohi, director of the 
Gifu conservatory, has been examining the 
district where the shock was most severe. 
At this pluce, some years ago, holes ap- 
peared in the ground to which no bottom 
could be found, and it was believed they 
communicated with immense cavities far 
below. Mr. Iguohi now believes that the 
earthquake Wus caused by the Fujuja moun- 
tains slipping into these caverns. In tho 
district of one an immense landslide took 
place, damming the Maua river. A lake is 
now forming, which is already lifty feet, 
deep. Another large lake is being formed 
in the same way by the Ashibu river. At 
Nagoya the earthquake was still going on, 
November !), 7110 shocks lieing felt in twenty 
preceding hours. This is nioro than two 
per minute. 

The great want in the earthquake regions 
is shelter. There is sufficient food to pre- 
vent actual starvation, but over 400,000- 
people are homeless, with almost nothing. 
The winter is rapidly approaching and the 
suffering will be very great. A section of 
about thirty miles on the railroad from 
Tokyo to Kyoto is so much damaged that 

it will probably have to he entirely rebuilt) 
and will not be open again until next June. 
A curious fact is that an anonymous writer- 
sent a letter to the cabinet, two months ago, 
iinuouuoiug that a national calamity would 
take p ! acc on October 28 This was the 
very diy of the earthquake. The letter is 
on s rved in the government archives, and 
is undoubtedly authentic.

THE EOYAL COMMISSION. 



The Evidence Now Concluded, and the 
Commissioners and Lawyers Keat- 
ing From Their Labors. 



The Opinions of the J udges to bo De- 
livered Next Wednesday Week. 
—Genera 1 Satisfaction. 



The hope that the long case of the cor- 
poration would bo drawn to a close this 
week was not a futile one, for at 4.30 yes 
tcrday afternoon everybody in the court 
room was pleased to hear the Cliuf Justice 
declare that the sittings were adjourned 
finally, and that when the court next sut it 
would be to deliver tiie opinion arrived at. 
On Wednesday, the 18th of December, the 
enquiry was started, and, though everybody 
concerned has had hard work from then 
until yesterday, the number of witnesses 
examined bus been comparatively few. The 
honor of standing in the witness box lias 
been shared, practically, by two or three 
people. The city auditor heads the list 
with eleven appearances, and the chairman 
of the Finance committee of the city coun- 
cil and City Clerk Dowler follow with four 
calls each. It has been a matter of satis- 
faction to both the petitioners and the city 
council that the proceedings throughout 
have been carried on in a most expeditious 
manner, and with the very greatest 
display of courtesy on both sides. 
The lawyers representing the council have, 
all through, left their case us presented by 
Mr. Bodwell, without any attempt to pro- 
duce witnesses, other than those caileel by 
Che petitioners, and have practically ad- 
mitted a great deal of the substance of 
many of the charges. There has, besides, 
been but little attempt to show that certain 
acts of the present anil previous councils 
have been legal, but it has been strongly 
represented throughout that no wilful 
wrongdoing has been attempted by any- 
body. 

The first witness cal'ed, yesterday, was 
-,v;ls Mr. W. J. Dowler, who appeared as 
Cemetery Clerk, and produced all the books 
and plans connected with the Ross Hay 
Cemetery. He was examined by Mr. Bod- 
well, relative to the process of obtaining 
titles to plots in the cemetery, and ques- 
tioned about the means taken to prevent 
the same lot being sold twice 
■over. Mr. Dowlee explain, d that 
2Jx. Thomas kept the plan of lots 
and marked carefully on them those that 
were sold. The trouble that hud arisen 
lately two or three times by reason of the 
some lot being sold to different persons was, 
•'he explained, due to the carelessness of the 
carious agents for the religious denomina- 
tions who often neglected to supply him 
with information al ter they had disposed of 
plots to their friends. The statements 
tmade concerning the unpleasant occurrences 
(when bodies wore disintet red to allow of 
others taking their place?, were, unfortu- 
nately, too true, una were caused by the 
neglect before spoken of. 

Then followed a repetition of the evidence 
on this point, too gloomy to bo anything 
but unpleasant reading. 

After Mr. Dowler, lume Aid. McKillican, 
who gave evidence concerning the purchase 
of the addition to the cemetery, anil sub- 
stantiated the evidence of previous w itnesses 
on the point. 

After the usual adjournment for lunch, 

Alderman A. J. Smith gave u large num- 
ber of details ot public expenditure, more 
particularly regarding streets and water- 
works expenses, and entered fully into all 
matters pertaining to these departments. 
He gave his opinion at length on the present 
waterworks system, and informed the 
Court of » scheme which be hod advocated 
.in former years, to cost §8,000, and which, 
■even iu view cf the recent so-called im- 
provements, he still considered far better 
than the one now in vogue. It was to run u 
20-inch box pipe from Elk Lake direct to 
the city. He diil not believe in the steel 
pipe mains, but contended that cast iron 
was far better and more economical. He 
then continued : "We take the residue of 
the year for expenditure on streets. It is 
never very much. I think it was about 
$14,000 this year. We expected to float a 
by-law for 310,000 for street purposes. The 
salaries of all connected with the streets 
were provided for on the estimates. An ad- 
fcionul sum of money was voted by the 
Council for the streets. Some of the wor k 
was done before the money was paid. This 
is not the general rule. Since the 12th of 
■ October we have spent a lot of money on 
the Saanich road, which the wet weather 
has put into a very bad slate. After the 
proceeds of the gravel pits sile came to 
hand, the expenses of the rock crusher and 
teams ran away with a good deal of the 
money. Wo Were spending nearly §00 per 
day on this work, for four or live weeks. 
Over $6,000 has been spent on mac- 
adamizing streets lately. Then we have 
men working continuully on sidewalks, 
and a sidewalk contractor. All the con- 
tracts are not let at the beginning of the 
year. I think contracts have been let since 
the 12th of October. I reported the bad 
state of the filter beds ai the waterworks 
last year. There is an annual inspection ot 
Elk Lake by the Council. Nothing has 
been done to remedy l he state of the filter 
beds. We spent §950 on Oak Buy avenue 
this year. We didn't build the roadfor the 
tram way. 

By Mr. Richards — Mr. Summorfield acted 
in .i very inconsistent manner over- the 
waterworks business. Last year it was his 
own idea to allow the Chief Engineer of the 
[•'ire Department the use of the city hyd- 
rants, and about live months ago he wan tod 
the permission revoked. 

Mr. Bodwell— "This concludes the whole 
case for the petitioners, your Lordship. 1 
don't know of any other evidence 1 can 
offer on their behalf. To the best of my 
knowledge none of the ratepayers have any- 
thing else to my, or any itew charges to 

formulate," 

The Court — "Then the Commission ad- 
journs until next Wednesday week. As 
this is not a legal question, there need bo no 
sumtning up on either side. The whole ol 
the evidence will be in printed form by the 
end of this week, and copies will be pre- 
sented to counsel on both sides. The Com- 
missioners are prepared during that time to 
receive any reports that may bo handed in 
and consider them. The cur t stands ad- 
journed."

WITH THE LITTLE ONES. 

Messrs. Crossloy and Hunter Address an 
Autllenco of Children. 

One of the fairest sights ever witnessed 
in Victoria was that which greeted the 
occupants of the platform of St. Andrew's 
church, on Sunday afternoon. There in 
front of them were crowded the young life 
and hope of the city— from tiny toddlers up 
to stalwart youths and blushing maidens. 
Many of the Sunday sohoolu had come to 
the service oil masne, and scholars and 
teachers were ranged in woll-ordorod ranks 
before the speakers. It made a beautiful 
picture — that army of the future with its 
various regiments, all compactly united to 
listen to orders from the King of KfcgS. 

The church was tilled to its utmost capac- 
ity — its area with children and Sabbath 
school workers, and its galleries with men 
and women, who appeared fully as much in- 
terested in the proceedings. Supporting 
the evangelists and assisting in the service 
were Revs. P. Mol'\ Macleod, C. Watson, 
C. E. Dobbs, O. H. Morden and C. VV. 
Townsend. And, clustering pieture e i|uely 
around the platform, were quite a 
number of children who were un- 
able to find seats elsewhere. An 
audience of juveniles is not the most 
easy to manage, but when it is skilfully 
controlled it is the most responsive and en- 
thusiastic. Messrs. Crossley and Hunter 
proved themselves to be in every way equal 
to the occasion. At the commencement of 
the service they completely gained the at- 
tention of t heir young bearers, and held it 
unwaveringly to the close. 

Mr. Crossley sang a solo, The way i# no 
drthjhtfnl , in a most delightful way. His 
address was an excellent one. He evidently 
docs not believe in treating children to a 
namby-pamby talk, bo rather goes upon 
the assumption, doubtless a correct one, 
that they can understand ami appieciatea 
sensible, manly, and thoughtful discourse. 
His subject was, "Character Building," and 
he dealt with it in a clear and thorough 
manner. He described the material out of 
which character was to be formed. There 
must be such qualities as "heroism, polite- 
ness, ambition, honesty, and reverence." 
These thoughts were enforced with many 
apt-illustrations. 

Mr. Hunter has a style peculiarly his 
own, hut it is one which is admirably adap- 
ted to arouse the interest and sympathy of 
the young, and his animated actions, Hashes 
of wit, and thrilling anecdotes, all conduce 
to give him a perfect mastery over such an 
assembly. He said he would tuko a very 
big text, and so saying he held up the great 
pulpit Bible. It was that book he wished 
to talk about, and he would make an acros- 
tic on the word Bible. There was the letter 
13 — they must buy a Bible. There was I — 
they must investigate it. There was tin- 
other B — they must believe it. There was 
L — they must love it. There was E — they 
must exemplify its teachings. Upon each 
of these points tha speaker made some tell- 
ing remarks. 

This unique service was brought to a con- 
clusion by the singing of a verse of the fav- 
orite hymn, "Shall we gather ut the river?" 
and the usual benediction. 



REBELLIOUS MONGOLIANS. 

Bloody Engagement between the Disaffected 
Tartars and the Klower or Chinese 
Chivalry, 

SHANGHAI, Dec. (i. — Fuller particulars 
have been* received of the recent battle be- 
tween the Chinese troops end the rebels, 
partly Mongolian and partly Chinese, who 
have been advancing towards l'eking. There 
seems to be no doubt that the rebels have 
received a serious cheek, but the Imperial 
authorities do not claim t hat it is decisive. 
The Chinese General Niche, one of the 
bravest and last known of the Imperial 
army, and who distinguished himself in the 
operations against tho Tai Bang rebels, led 
the government forces of 6,000 picked men 
from Ving Ping. These were armed with 
the Mausser rifle and had several Krupp 
Held cannons. They met the rebels atChao 
Vang. The latter were 3,000 in number, 
mostly well armed, including a considerable 
number of deserters from the Chinese troops 
in Manchuria. Nearly one-half of the rebels 
were mounted on hardy Mongolian horses. 

General Niche first took the precaution of 
selecting 500 trusty men, with severs] of his 
officers, for a guard. These were stationed 
about 300 yards in.the rear of the main body 
of Chinese troops and ordered to shoot on 
the spot any soldiers retreating from the 
field, whether one or in numbers. The 
General then sent a body of troops through 
a ravine to the left with tho view of out- 
ll liking the enemy. Then with the main 
force lie charged the rebels, who awaited 
the onset without a waver. Before charg- 
ing Nieh<; sent a volley into the rebel ranks, 
which decimated them, but he was unable 
to break through the rebel ranks. It was 
Tartar against Tartar, the Mongolian savage 
against the trained and disciplined Mongo- 
lian. When the rebels saw the Hanking 
party, with the courage of despair they 
threw themselves oi. the Imperial troops 
and pressed them back. 

General Niche rallied bis troops and, 
placing himself at the bead, led the final 
charge, the force he had .sent around at the 
sair.e time attacking the rebels on the Hank 
The charge was irrestible. Niche dashed 
ini.0 the breaking ranks of the enemy, 
seeking out tho rebel commander, A 
wound dampened the ardor of General 
Niche, and while the rebel leader is said to 
have fallen, it must have been by another 
band. The mounted rebels turned their 
ponies to the north and lied in confusion. 
Those overtaken were shown no quarter. 
The imperial troops slaughtered them on 
every side, and wherever they found a 
wounded rebel they stabbed him to death. 
Those who surrendered as prisoners wore 
immediately beheaded, except several 
ollicers who were chopped to pieces. 

General Niche at. once reported his vic- 
tory to Pekin, whore the news was re- 
ceived with general rejoicing. As con- 
firmation of the announcement, the couriers 
who liiiiught tho disp itches curried the 
head of the rebel leader in a bag. The pur- 
suit of the mounted rebels was continued. 
They took revenge on the inhabitants for 
their defeat, pillaging, burning and Slaugh- 
tering as they went back toward their 
desert fastnesses. At last advices, the 
Chinese troops have not come into collision 
with the insurgents. 1 1 is stated t hat t he 
number of native Christians who perished 
in the massacres that followed the opening 
of the rebellion was about 500. The num- 
ber of European victims is unknown. It is 
known that no British were among the 
victims.

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ORIENTAL HAPPENINGS. 

Royal Marriage— Cholera Cusps In Toklo- 
Seulers Charged with Pouching 
In Russian Waters. 

San Francisco, Pec. 7.— The steamer 
China arrived, yesterday morning, with the 
following news : 

Tho total number of cholera cases in 
Tokio is 200. 

A secret conference was recently held be- 
tween the Russian minister and Viscount 
Enniato. 

The price of timber lias risen five percent 
in Tokio because of the demand for re-build- 
ing the wrecked villages. 

Tho Emperor recently entertained the 
French minister and the Japanese foreign 
minister at dinner. 

Tho V. .v. O. steamer Peshawur, with the 
outward English mail, was quarantined on 
account of smallpox on board. 

Much indignation is expressed at an un- 
known foreigner, who wantonly insulted a 
Japanese lady at a railroad station by at- 
tempting to pinch her nose, pat her cheek 
and otherwise abuse her. _ 

The body of i\ woman with her head 
almost severed and her eyes gouged out, was 
found on a street in Tokio. She had been 
divorced by her husband, who was arrested 
on suspicion of murdering her. 

The marriage of his imperial highness 
Prince Kan in Kotohito and Princess Chi- 
yeko, eldest daughter of the late Prince San 
Jo, will take place December 15th. 

The departure of the French minister and 
his wife from Tokio, on temporary absence, 
was attended by a vast crowd of people, 
who gave him an ovation. 

The rice crop, owing to violent gales, i 
not to be so abundant as was expected, and 
will be little above (he average. 

The sealing schooner Arctic, seized by 
the Russians for poaching, which escaped, 
was brought inco Yokohama by her Kritish 
Majesty's ship Leander. It is said the 
Russian minister asked for her detention, 
but as she was Hying the English flag the 
authorities refuted. This caused official 
coolness and much comment. The Arctic 
was moored alongside the English warship 
with u crew from the Leander. The rumor 
is denied that certain English poachers in 
Russian waters have escaped to sea, and 
that the request for their extradition bus 
been made. 

At the opening of tenders for the Korat 
railway, among those who were ordered to 
leave the room was the British Consul. The 
railway officials apologized. 

Viceroy Chang Chi Pung has published 
details of the steps taken to punish the 
rioters. He recognized that the mission- 
aries were living peaceably with the people 
and that the riot was caused by evil men for 
the purpose of creating u disturbance. Lib- 
eral compensation will be given. 

The Mail says: All is quiet in the North 
and an easier feeling prevails along the 
whole Yungtsc valley. The higher officials 
are displaying sonic activity in pursuing the 
rioters and suppressing inciting literature, 
but the roots of discontent remain untouch- 
ed. In Fokien province trouble has again 
arisen about the salt tax, assuming n more 
serious aspect on account of participant 
Kolao Hui leaders. A thousand troops 
were sent there, and it is reported that they 
have been defeated.

DOM PEDRO. 

Lying In State In Paris— The Remains to be 
Hurled in the Braganza Vault In 
Lisbon. 

Paris, Dec. 7. — Don) Pedro was fully 
possessed of his mental faculties till the 
end. During his last hours the ex-emperor 
repeatedly exhorted Princess Isabella to 
pray with him for the peace and prosperity 
of Brazil. His body has been embalmed 
and other preparations have been made for 
the funeral. Tho body is attired in the 
uniform of a Brazilian general, and is lying 
in state in the room in which he died. The 
face wore a placid expression, and showed 
little or no sign of the suffering lie had en- 
dured. Crowds of people thronged to look 
at the dead. It is said that ell'orta will be 
made to induce the Brazilian Government 
to grant the wish of the former Emperor, 
which be so frequently expressed, that 
he might be allowed to rest in Brazil. 
It is expected that the royal house of 
Portugal will be represented at the 
funeral, as wcl! as the deposed Naples 
Bourbons. For the present the remains 
will rest with those of Dom Pedro's Bra- 
ganza ancestors who are interred in Portu- 
gal's capital. Cable dispatches from Rio 
Janeiro say that the news of I he death of 
Dom l'edro met with no ollicial recognition. 
The Count d'Eu, husband of Princess Isa- 
bella, daughter of Dom Pedro, denies that 
his wife has renounced her rights in favor 
of Pedro Gonzngue, son of Leopoldaine, 
Isabella's younger sister, now dead, and of 
her husband, Prince Louis of Cobourg. The 
Count d'Eu appears jealous of the preten- 
sions of the Cobourg family to the throne of 
Brazil, and has evidently not given up 
hopes that, bis wife will be called to reign 
over Brazil. He says that the princess will 
be ready at any time to go to Brazil when 
the people request her to accept her father's 
crown. 

New York, Dec. 0.— The Herald's Rio 
special says the death of Dom Pedro was 
seriously felt in that city. Business was 
suspended all day and flags were at half- 
mast on tiie. pain buildings.

THE AMERICAN PREMIER. 

A Comparison Between tho American and 
ISngllslt Speakers. 
The parallel between the English and 
the American premiers is, of eourse, by 
no means exact. In tlie first place, our 
speaker is powerful only in the house, 
writes Albert BushneU Hurt in the At- 
lantic on "The Speaker as a Premier," 
while the premier, through his major- 
ity in the house of commons, may, and 
frequently does, overawe the house of 
lords. The senate is not bound to rec- 
ognize the leadership of the speaker of 
the house of representatives; but even 
here there is an evident convenience in 
having a party chief , capable of laying 
down a policy of successive measures 
and of urging those measures through. 
Whenever hereafter the two houses are 
controlled by the same party, it is prob- 
able that some junto, of which the 
speaker is the leading member, will ar- 
range a programme of legislation for 
both houses. In the second place, the 
speaker is chosen for a definite term of 
two years, unless by vote compelled 
sooner to resign. But parties in the 
United States are much more stable 
than in England. The party which 
elects the speaker invariably holds its 
majority to the end of that congress. 
Nothing, therefore, but the disregard 
of the wish of his own followers is like- 
ly to destroy the speaker's power: and 
when his followers no longer stand by 
him, his position is* much like that, of 
the premier against whom the house of 
commons has passed a vote of want of 
confidence. 

The speaker must resign, and his po- 
litical influence will be destroyed. The 
executive part of the premier's power is 
nut within reach of the speaker: hut if 
the tradition of party action through 
tin' speaker continues, the general pol- 
icy of the party will be formed so as to 
include executive action. A president, 
who wishes to stand well with his party 
is likely to aid in carrying out the pro- 
gramme arranged by the junto of which 
the speaker is the leading member. 

This most recent addition to the 
speaker's power has not been conferred 
by a recent vote of the house in adopt- 
ing rules, and in fact is not expressed in 
the eonstitut ion, the acts of congress, or 
the rules of the house. It isanatural 
growth, and part of the tendency 
throughout the national, state and mu- 
nicipal systems to put responsibility 
upon individuals rather than upon 
boards. ]t is a wholesome reaction 
from the divided irresponsibility and 
wasteful system of conducting the busi- 
ness of legislation. It secures at least 
the consideration of the measures held 
by the leaders of the majority to be 
most important. Those measures may 
or may not be for the public good; but 
under the new system the public has a 
bettor opportunity to place responsi- 
bility upon those members of congress,'' 
who, under any system, must control 
its operations, namely, the great leaders 
of the majority. The system is, there- 
fore, likely to be continued in principle,, 
if not in the same form, by each party 
when in the majority. The powers now 
exercised by the speaker will probably 
be exercised by each succeeding speak- 
er, and will somewhat increase. Since 
the legislative department in every re- 
public constantly tends to gam ground 
at the expense of the executive, the 
speaker is likely to become, and per- 
haps is already, more powerful, both 
for good and for evil, than the president . 
of the United States, lie is premier in 
legislation, it is the businessof his party 
that he be also premier in character, in 
ability, in leadership or statesmanship.

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.1 CLOSE CONTEST. 

The contest for the Speakership of tltc 
United States House of Representatives is 
very keen indeed. As our readers know, 
the Democrats liavo a very large majority in 
that body, and consequently the Speaker 
will be a member of the Democratic party, 
but who it will be is, just now, a question 
not by any means easy to decide. It was 
generally supposed that Mr. Mills, of tariff 
fame, would be tho unanimous ehoic2 of the 
party, lint it turns out that the pirty are 
very far from being unanimous on the sub- 
ject. The Democrats ure divided in opinion 
on the two leading issues now before the 
American people. They differ among them- 
selves on the tariff question, and they are at 
variance on the silver coinage question. 
Mr. Mills represents tho most liberal see'- ion 
of the party on the trade question, and lie 
appears to be Bound on silver. But there is 
evidently a very large section of his party 
who differ with him widely on those ques- 
tions for, when the balloting rt'as 
eoneluded in the caucus held on 
Saturday, be was second on a 
list of six. The candidate who was ahead 
of him was Mr. Ciisp, of Georgia, and a 
LMr. Springer made a bad third. The ballot 
stood : Crisp 94, Mills 91, and Springer 
19. This was the seventeenth ballot. 
The first ballot stood, Crisp 84, Mills 
.78, Springer ,'!'2. The candidate chosen 
must have a cleur majority of the party, 
which numbers about '240. This appears to 
be a crisis in which the " dark horse " 
stands a good chance of winning. It is s.ud 
that the " dark horse " in this nomination 
is likely to be McMillin, who, on the 
seventeenth ballet, had seventeen votes cast 
for him. 

Both Crisp and Mills are fortarill reform, 
and both have favored the New York press 
with an expression of their views on that 
subject. Mills' utterance is clear and ex- 
plicit. Ho is in favor of making raw mate- 
rials free, while Crisp would idler the 
tariff, here and there, on no particular 
principle, unless it is to help the fanners, 
who, he says, cannot be benefitted by pro- 
tection. 

Tho speakership of tho House of Repre- 
sentatives is a posit ion well worth contend- 
ing for. Thero is attached to it a salary of 
$8,000 a year, and it is one of very consider- 
able power and influence, Tho Speaker cf 
the United States House of Representatives 
is not, like the tpeakcr of the British House 
of ( 'ominous, a mere presiding officer, who 
is supposed to have no political opinions of 
his own, and who has little or no influence 
in directing or carrying out the policy of 
the party to which be belongs. Hois, on 
the contrary, u partisan before every thing. 
He is supposed uhvays to have the interests 
of his party in view, ami to exercise his 
power in the House in such a way as to aid 
it in carrying out its policy. This is what 
Professor llryce says nbout the ollice in bis 
admirable work on "The American Com- 
monwealth " : 

"In America the Speaker has immense 
political power, and is permitted, nay, ex- 
pected, to use it in tho interests of his 
party. In calling upon members to speak, 
he prefers tho-eof his own side. He decides 
in their favor sucli points of order as are rot 
distinctly covered by tho rules. His au- 
thority over the a rangctnent of business is 
so large that he can frequently advance or 
postpone particular bills or motions in u 
way which determines their fate. . . . 
Not only does he, at tho beginning of each 
Congress, select all the members of each of 
theso committees, ho even chooses the chair- 
man of ouch, and thereby vests the direc- 
tion of its business in hands approved by 
himself. The chairman is, of course, al- 
ways selected from tho party which com- 
mands the House, and tho committee is so 
composed as to give that party a majority. 
Sinco legislation, and s-o much of the control 
of current administration as the House has 
been able to bring within it3 grasp, belong 
to these committees, their composition 
practically determines the action of the 
House on all questions of moment, and as 
tho chairmanships of the most important 
cotnmittes are t ho posts of most influence, 
the disposal of them is a tremendous piece 



of patronage by which a Speaker can at- 
tract support Jo himself, and his own section 
of tho parly, reward his friends, give poli- 
ticians the opportunity of rising to distinc- 
tion or practically extinguish their con- 
gressional career." 

Professor liryce udds : — 

" Tho dignity of the Speaker's ollice is 
high. In rank ho stands next after the 
President and on a lovel with the justices of 
tho Supreme Court. Washington society 
was lately agitated by a claim of his wife to 
take precedence over the wives of these 
judges, a claim so ominous in a democratic 
country that efforts were made to have it 
adjusted without a formal decision." 

Such being tho power and the dignity of 
tho Speaker's ollice, it is not surprising that 
it is keenly contested for, mid that the 
members of tho Democratic Party strongly 
desire that the gentleman elected shall be- 
long to their particular section and shall 
represent their special views. 



I NT HUES TIKO CA S12S. 

Some interesting Customs' eases are soon 
to bo decided in the United States. They 
hinge upon the validity of Speaker Heed's 
ruling with regard td what constitutes a 
quorum of tho United Stales House of 
Representatives. A quorum of that body 
must be tit least half its number. This all 
admit. The question is, must it be half the 
members present and votimj, or half the 
members present only. The. custom was 
that if not more than half the number of 
members present voted theio was not a 
quorum no matter how many were in the 
House. Speaker Heed ruled that in count- 
ing a quorum the number of members 
present, whether they all voted or not, was 
t> be counted. This decision raised a 
tremendous storm about the unfortunate 
Speaker's head. Vet it was a sensible de- 
cision, an I in accordance with the practice 
Parliamentary bodies everywhere. It 
seems most unreasonable that a member 
who is present ami in his seat could 
expect to be passed over when the 
quorum is counted simply because it 
did not suit his whim, or was not in agree- 
ment with the tactics of his party, to vote. 
In the British House of Commons, if there 
are forty uienbers present, which is not one- 
fifteenth of the whole House, business can 
bo done and a division taken. In the 
French Chamber of Deputies the number 
present is counted, and in Switzerland, 
Italy, Belgium, Norway ami Portugal, 
Speaker Reed's decision is in conformity 
with parliamentary procedure. It will be 
seen from this that both precedent and 
the practice of other nations are in the Re- 
publican Speaker's favor. 

It scents that the validity of the tariff, 
and, no doubt, other acts of Congress, de- 
pend upon the constitutionality of Mr. 
Reed's ruling. Those acts were passed 
when there was a real but not a conventional 
quorum present. Mr. Speaker Reed had 
before him a number of men who desired to 
be considered, for the time, nonentities. He 
chose to consider them somebodies, and 
hence the law tuits. 



men after all. Here arc people who have en- 
joyed wlut are considered the greatest 
social advantages— gentle birth, education, 
wealth, and tho influences of the highest 
society, and what is tho result? How far 
above the drunken, low brute, who kicks 
his wife and makes u slave of her, is this 
Earl Russell? Thore is not a decent young 
mechanic in Canada who would not treat 
his wife with more courtesy and considera- 
tion than this English nobleman, who, from 
the name he bears, should bo the very soul 
of chivalry. It is, of curse, not fair to 
judge u class from the morals and manners 
of those of its members who are brought 
before the courts of law, but there are in- 
dications that a lamentably largo propor- 
tion of tho young men of the "higher 
classes" in Groat Britain do not make n good 
use of their advantages and opportunities. 
Tho cases of Sir Charles Dilko, Gordon 
dimming, Lord Russell, and a n timber of 
others whom it is not necessary to mention, 
do not give those who belong to the rude 
and rough democracy in this distant de- 
pendency, a very high opinion of what 
ought to be the refined, high broil, unit high- 
minded aristocracy of tho O'.d Country. 
One would think that tho man who had the 
credit of such a name as Russell to keep up, 
would be most careful not to do any thing, 
either in public or in private, that could 
be regarded as unworthy an honorable man. 
It pride of birth lias not this influence— if it 
dies not keep the high born from doing 
what is'mean and unmanly, and dishonest, 
wh at is the good of it ? When the son of a 
cul turns out to be a cad no one is surprised 
or shocked, but when the mini who bears 
the name of a noble family of historic in- 
terest, acts like a cad, all that know of it 
are disgusted, and they will bo apt to con- 
clude that their faith in the transmission of 
noble qualities from father to son is an ex- 
ploded Old World superstition.

XO CAUSE OF COMPLAINT. 

It does not become any one on the Main- 
land to take exception to what is being 
done towards establishing a university in 
Victoria. When the friends of education on 
Vancouver Island signitied their willingness 
to co-operate with the Mainlanders to ad- 
vance the cause of higher education in 
British Columbia, the Mainlanders showed 
in the clearest possible way that it was not 
co-operation they desired, but subservience 
and submission. As soon as a beginning 
was made to work under the charter which 
the Islanders had helped to obtain, a Main- 
land faction, by the arts practised by par- 
ish politicians, made a determined eil'ort to 
freeze the Islanders out. And they suc- 
ceeded a great deal better than they ex- 
pected. They not only elbowed the Island 
men out of all 3hare in the management of 
tho university, but they, by their extraor- 
dinary cleverness, killed the whole scheme 
and nullified what had been done. 

We are very far from blaming all the 
friends of higher education on the Mainland 
lor taking part in the intrigues of the plot- 
ters, or helping to kill the project that so j 
much had been done to advance. There 
tiro among tin in many liberal-minded men, 
who wished to co-operate in good faith j 
with the friends of education on Vancouver 
bland, but they put too much faith in a 
few small minded Bchemers and allowed 
them too free a hand. 

The work of establishing a University is 
now in the hands of other men, who, 
we are very Hire, will gladly wel- 
come all who come to their aid 
and heartily co-operate with them. There 
is nothing that we can see to prevent 
the University being a provincial one ; in 
fact, it ought to be provincial. If Island 
and Mainland work together harmoniously 
they will he uble to accomplish a great deal 
more united than they could by separate 
action. The jealousy and the sellidinesi 
that produced euch unfortunate results, in 
the attempt to establish a University under 
the former Act, should not be allowed auain 
to do mischief. Let us have a University, 
which will bo really and truly provincial, 
and not provincial in name only.

The Woodbine Gone. 

Shortly after (i o'clock, yesterday evening,

They had simply to look on 
and let the lire take its course. The lire 
brigade, attracted by the flames, put in an 
appearance with their chemicals, but too 
bite to bo of any service, as nothing could 
have saved t lie building.

ItOYAL JUBILEE HOSPITAL.; 



The Good Work Being: Done by This 
Noble Institu- 
tion. 



The Deserving anil Undeserving- Pa- 
tients—The Establishment 
of a Training- School. 



A meeting of the board of directors of the 
Royal J ubileo hospital wus held, yesterday 
ufternoon, in the Board of Trade room, J. 
Daviea, president., occuying the chiiir. The 
other directors present were C. Hiiyward, 
vice-president ; A. 0. Flumerfelt, T. Shot- 
bolt, I. Bravet man, A. Wilson, A. E. Me- 
Quade, W. M. Chudley, uiul J. Braden. 

The report of the medical ofliccr for the 
month wus read, and . referred to the visit- 
ing committee. lie reported having con- 
sulted t lie medical stall' us to the formation 
of a training school for nurses. Dr. J. S. 
Helmckcn has kindly consented to deliver 
the inaugural adJress some day next week. 
There were 7(1 indoor anil .'iO outdoor 
patients treated during the month. A .sum 
of $522.50 had been paid as wages, and 
S1.7US.SU for medical supplies and appli- 
ances. 

A letter was read from Mrs. Earle, 
asking that a lying-in patient be admitted 
to the hospital. 

It was decided to inform Mrs. Earle t hut 
the hospital could not receive such cases, 
but that the directors would bo glad to us- 
sist any persons who may he willing to es- 
tablish a separate ward or building for that 
purpose. 

The treasurer reported that he had been 
unsuccessful in raising §6,000 on second 
mortgage of hospital property, to pay the 
balance of the amount due for furnishing. 

On the motion of Mr. Hay ward, it was 
resolved " That the hon. treasurer be re- 
quested to use his best efforts to raise, by 
way of mortgage, the stun of §21,000 on the 
hospital property on Cadboro Bay road, 
be iritis interest at 7 per cent, and to report 
at next meeting ; likewise to ascertain 
■whether a previous offer made by Mr. \V. 
C. Ward is still open. 

Arrangements were made for the usual 
Christmas dinner for the inmates, contribu- 
tions towards which will be thankfully re- 
ceived. 

prissident's report. 

'To the Hoard of Directors of the Provincial 

Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

Gentlkmen :— Having hud some little 
time to spare I have examined into the 
working of the hospital, its necessary, 
needed requirements, and generally those 
things which must be undertaken by the 
directors, to increase its efficiency and use- 
fulness, which I propose to lay before you, 
under different headings, with the view of 
drawing your attention to all and with the 
hope that you may see your way clear to 
take up some of the more pressing and im- 
perative demands. 

Directors— 1 find with a hourd of eighteen, 
four only are always ready to attend to any 
duty the hospitul management demands; 
four others give much attention to their 
duties, two others attend fairly well to 
meetings, and the remainder seldom attend 
meetings or tahe any active interest in the 
management. 

Fire Protection— The hospital has little 
or no tire protection, and requires that the 
City authorities he asked to extend their 
jiains along Mount Tolmie road to a line 
opposite the administration building and 
place a hydrant there, when we must 
supply hose, ttc. ; besides which, we should 
have a chemical engine of say -25 gallons 
capacity, pl;«ced at the end of one of the 
corridors, I approximate the cost of the 
engine at $-100. 

Ambulance — A good serviceable ambu- 
lance, 1 have ascertained, will cost $S()(), 
and can best he built here. I have written 
to Major Dupont, who so kindly offered to 
donate $500 to this object, and on receipt 
of his reply hope that the Hoard may at 
once conclude to order au ambulance. 

Operating Rooms — I find that it is the 
opinion of the medical staff, that at least 
one operating theatre should be built out- 
side of the wards, to include two rooms, one 
for instruments, the other for the prepara- 
tion and care of articles used in performing 
the operations. The building should be 
constructed principally of iron and glass, 
and as little wood as possible used. A dia- 
gram is here submitted, prepared by Dr. 
Richardson, and approved by Drs. Davie 
and Hanington, The building of this ope- 
rating the.itre will give two extra rooms 
of which we are in much need. Our medi- 
cal staff waited on (lie and requested that 
the day-room off the corridor of the female 
ward should be given up for special cases, 
and, as 1 Jr. Richardson assured me that the 
room wis soldoir. or never used for the pur- 
pose for which it was built (the only use be- 
ing to hold eh inch services in) and t hat the 
organ hud been moved to the day- room of 
one of the male wards, where service was 
now held, I ordered the room to he prepared 
and kept for special surgicd cases. The 
operating room in the male ward required 
to 1hi repainted. I gave instructions to 
have the work ■ one. 

Operations — Dr. Davie, assisted by his 
confreres, has performed many surgical 
operations, without losing a single case. 
Two of these operations must be stamped as 
out of the general line of surgery, and, at my 
request, Dr. IJ.uic is preparing reports oi 
these two operations for publication. Dr. 
Davie accords full praise to our resident 
medical officer and staff of nurses for their 
skilful care and attention. 

Nursing Staff— I am of opinion that our 
staff is not largo enough, and should be in- 
creased by three, besides which 12 hours on 
duty is out of all reason to expect of any 
one in the care of the siclt. I would reeom 
mend that eight hours be constituted a day's 
work, At present the administration build- 
ing is full, and where to lodge the additional 
three is a question. Iam of opinion that 
the resident medical officer should have 
Separate quarters, and would recommend 
that a cottage residence be built for his use, 
thus giving room for four more nurses. I 
estimate that $2,600 will be required for 
this purpose. At present the whole of the 
upper flat is occupied by the housemaids 
attd female employees, and at u > distant 
date the directors will be compelled to 
ereet a building to ho used as a kitchen, 
with quarters for cooks, housemaids and 
female help. At the present moment we 
have not sufficient room to properly lodge 
our staff, and when two or moro serious 
cases occupy the infectious wards, our nurs- 
ing stall' an: simply ov< rworked. 

Paying Patients— Ten dollars in the gen- 
eral wauls, and §1.5 in private wards, are 
the present charges. 1 am of opinion, 
where persons can afford it, special cases 
should lie ahnrgod special rates. It is 
manifestly unreasonable to expect that the 
hospital should continue to charge a rate 
that does not return the cost of the nurses' 
wage uiul medicines. Moro rooms would ho 
used if we hud them; applications for pri- 
vate rooms have to be declined, all available 
rooms being occupied. Only about one- 



fifth of tho patients pay, and I have reason 
to believe that many free patients could 
have paid if they wore honest. Tho insti- 
tution demands of the directors the greutest 
care and scrutiny of applications, so that 
the really poor may be attended to. There 
is a class of patients admitted to tho free 
wards which I can best call hotel drunks— 
men who work for several months out of 
the pale of civilization, returning to Victoria 
with several hundred dollars, lodge it in 
the hands of a hotel keeper, who supplies 
the poor fellow with liquor until all his 
money is gone, and he is on the verge of 
delirium tremens, when he is brought in a 
carriage to the hospital for treatment. One 
of our medical staff interrogates the patient 
und his companion : 

Patient— "For God's sako give me some- 
thing." 

Dr. — "You have had enough. How 
many drinks have you had, to-day?" No 
answer. 

"Twenty?" No answer. 
"Twelve';'' "Guess so." 
"Have you any money?" "No." 
How long have you been in the city?'' "A 
few weeks." 

'Had you any money then';'' "Yes." 
'How much?" "A lew hundred dollars. 
And then the tale is told of giving it to a 
landlord of a saloon anil spending all bis 
money in one continuous drunk. My 
pinion is that the landlord of the saloon 
should, if ho supplies drink to such an ex- 
tent as to sicken and ruin financially a 
patron, pay the cost of his sick care. We 
have no room for delirium tremens cases in 
the public wards. 

Windows — All the windows require to he 
attended to, and the question of placing 
storm windows in the wards should be con- 
lered before the winter sets in. 
lioads — Mr. 13. Mohun has kindly laid 
out a road from the entrance on Mount 
Tolmie road to the administration build- 
ing and has had the levels taken and pre- 
pared specifications. The tenders for 
making the road will be asked for. This is 
un imperative necessity. 

SidewcUks—A sidewalk, four feet wide, 
from the small side gate, and plank walks to 
the infectious wards, must at once he asked 
for. 

Disinfecting Shed -This will have to be 
erected at once. 

Out-door Patients ami Medicines — Dr. 
Richardson reports that many persons call 
for advice and medicine, and, as his time 
is fully occupied during the morning hours, 
he requests the patients to select the ufter- 
noon for visiting, excluding, if possible, 
Sundays. 

Surgical Instruments and Apparatus — The 
hospital is now, thanks to ttie services of 
Dr. Davie, fairly well supplied. 

Training School for Nurses— Dr. Richard- 
son has prepared a report, with rules and 
regulations for this brunch of the hospital, 
which I have submitted to our surgeon and 
physician for examination and report, which 
will he submitted to you for action. 

Ventilation — Dr. Davie recommends that 
the blank wall at the end of the corridor of 
the female ward should be at once removed, 
as it is opposed to the pavilion principle, 
und interferes with the ventilation. 

Aged Indigent Poor— At present there 
arc live persons who cannot be benefited by 
hospital treatment, and should he inmates 
of the Home for the Poor. 

Sewage — Mr. E. Mohun reports that thecost 
of connecting with the city sewerage system 
would be about $43,000, and recommends 
the adoption of a system of cremating, simi- 
lar to that adopted at Vancouver. The hos- 
pital uses about 50,000 gallons of water per 
month, and the inventor, Mr. Engle, states 
that the steam generated under his system 
can be used for running an electric light 
plant us well as laundr y machinery. 

New Wards — Any increased accommoda- 
tion will be expensive, requiring the erect- 
ing of a kitchen, with sleeping accommoda- 
tion for the female employes other than the 
nurses. The latter can then occupy the 
whole of the upper stories of the adminis- 
tration building. 

Re r<n in- — -The Provincial grant should he 
regulated on a per capita basis, and the city 
should be asked to puss a by-law towards 
the support of the hospital. The approxi- 
mate cost per patient is §1.35 per day. Pri- 
vate donations and subscriptions could then 
he used for increasing the accommodation of 
tiie hospital. 

Envployi rs of labor should be asked to lay 
before their employes the giving of 50 
cents per month from their wages towards 
the support of the hospital. Cannot the 
hospital offer such persons membership, 
carrying free hospital treatment'; 

Ladies' A uxiliary — The Directors owe 
much to the volunteer work of a few chari- 
table ladies, und especially to Mesdanies G. 
A. McTavish, A. J. Smith, W. M. Chudley, 
R. R. McMioking, C. Hayward, W. 6. 
Ward, and Miss If yams, for their success- 
ful efforts in raising funds for the hospital. 

Clerical Help— With the death of the 
late C. W. Wallace, the resident medical 
officer lost a valuable assistant, anil I 
would recommend that Mr. Northcott, if 
acceptable, be appointed. Some arrange- 
ment must be made, us Dr. Richardson's 
time is very fully occupied attending pa- 
tients. Joshua Davibs. 

In reply to the above the following was 
read : 

Gentlemen, —Your committee, to whom 
the President's report was referred at the 
meeting of the Bo rrd, held on the 21st of 
November, beg to report thereon as follows: 

Attendance.— With reference to the at- 
tendance of members of this board at its 
meetings, your committee have obtained 
from the secretary a statement, which is 
appended hereto, copy of which we recom- 
mend he sent each director, showing the 
al tendances of the respective members of 
the board at the meetings held since the 
date of the lust annual election. 

Fire Protection. — With regard to fire pro- 
tection, your committee, while agreeing 
with the suggestion of the president on the 
subject, cannot, owing to the many other 
important demands on the funds of the 
hospital, recommend that any por tion should 
be devoted to the purchase of a chemical 
engine; but that the city authorities be 
asked to extend their mains along Mount 
Tolmie road, as suggested. 

Ambulance. — In reference to providing nn 
ambulance for the hospital, your committee 
would, in view of the early departure of 
Mr. A. (,'. Flumerfelt for the East, recom- 
mend that this matter be left in abeyance 
until after his return, as he has kindly con- 
sented to make further inquiries into this 
subject, mid get the opinion of the officials 
of large Eastern hospitals. 

Sewerage, Laundry, Healing and Lighting 
In view of the early erection of a new home 
for the poor, by the city, on the land ad- 
jacent to the hospital, your commit too are 
of opinion that a crematory and laundry 
(in conjunction with which an electric Kallt 
plant might be operated) should be erected 
for the use of both institutions at their 
joint expense, und would recommend that 
tho City Council should he interviewed on 
the matter, and thai, the Provincial Govern- 
ment he ret). tested to place an amount on 
the estimates to meet the hospital shuro uf 
the expenditure necessary for the object, 

New Ward— Ydur committee, while re- 
cognizing the urgent need for the erection 
of another ward, cannot recommend any 
expenditure in this direction ut present, 



owing to the state of the finances; hut wo be- 
lieve that one of our leading architects is now 
preparing plans and estimates for the erec- 
tion of the ward under tho instructions of 
some charitably disposed person or persoiiH. 

Revenue — Your committee approve of the 
recommendations under this head, and 
would recommend the board to take steps 
to carry them out ut an early date, and, in 
addition, would suggest that the large em- 
ployers of labor should bo interviewed for 
the purpose of establishing u workingmen's 
admission fund to the hospital, on a basis of 
a subscription of 50c. per month. 

Storm windows, making of a road, /aging 
sidewalks, erection of a disinfecting shed, 
formation of a training school, and prodding 
of clerical help. — Your committee under- 
stand that these matters have all been dealt 
with since the President's report was refer- 
red to them, and they therefore deem it un- 
necessary to comment any further upon 
these subjects. 

Operating Theatre.— While this is not 
only a needful addition to the efficiency of 
the hospital, but will also he a necessary 
adjunct to a medical school, when such is 
established in Victoria, still your commit- 
tee, in view of the depleted condition of the 
hospital treasury, do not feel justified in re- 
commending the erection of an operating 
theatre at the present time. Your commit- 
tee consider that this is a matter requiring 
attention in the near future, and would sug- 
gest that the board request the Provincial 
t iovernmcnt and City Authorities to provide 
a sufficient sum to meet this very necessary 
addition to the hospital, and also the pro- 
viding of mor e accommodation for nurses. 

Nursing Staff. — Your committee agree 
with the President in his report, that the 
nursing staff is quito inadequate for the pro- 
per care of the patients in the hospital, and 
would strongly recommend that the staff be 
forthwith increased, either by the employ- 
ment of more trained nurses, or by the ad- 
mission of more probationers This most 
important requirement demands im- 
mediate attention. Owing to the 
increased growth of the popula- 
tion of the province, it naturally requires 
more accommodation for the care of the 
sick. 

Pay Patients — Your committee have en- 
quired into this matter, arid find that the 
amounts received from pay patients do not, 
in many instances, cover the expenses of 
the nursing, medicine, and surgical ap- 
pliances required to cure them, und would 
recommend that, in cases requiring special 
treatment, a special charge he made, and 
that the resident doctor should be request- 
ed to formulate a scale of charges for such 
cases, und, as regards out-door patients, 
your commit tee recommend that the doctor 
be authorized to fix the hours for attend- 
ance at the hospital for these patients. 

Aged Poor — Your committee understand 
that your arrangement made with the Gov- 
ernment, in obtaining its consent to the sale 
of the Convalescent Home, was that your 
Hoard should provide for the inmates of the 
home if the Government consented to the 
sale. Tho Government having given its 
consent, your committee are of opinion that, 
though the remaining inmates arc litter sub- 
jects for the Home for the Indigent Poor 
than for hospital treatment, still the ar- 
rangement with the Government should be 
adhered to. So soon as this homo is com- 
pleted, that institution should take charge 
of all persons not tit subjects for hospital 
treatment. 

Your committee most heartily endorse 
the remarks of the Resident relative to the 
very successful efforts of the Ladies' Auxili- 
ary, and too much praise cannot he given 
them, for the very efficient services they 
have rendered the institution.

Another day of rain anil storm and con- 
sequent inactivity. The small craft lie at 
their wharves waiting for the clouds to roll 
by, and the docks are for the most part de- 
serted hy all who are not absolutely forced 
to bo at work upon them. 

Yesterday morning the Collis left for 
Tacoma, with the Hawthornbank behind 
her, Capt. Randall having succeeded in 
raising the §400 fino imposed upon him, 
Saturday. He says that ho was entirely 
ignorant of the law violated ; like all in- 
formation in regard to legal mutters, knowl- 
edge in his case came high. 

Several new names have appeared on the 
list of inbound ships within the past few 
days. The clipper ship Therniopyhu has 
sailed from Bankok with a full cargo of 
rice for her owners, Hull, Ross it Co., of 
Victoria ; the British ship Arindne, 1,107 
reg., 100 Al, Capt. Crook, has left Lpndon, 
consigned to Robert Ward & Co.; and the 
British ship Aristomene, 17."i0, Al, Capt. 
Jones, has commenced loading cargoat Java 
for the B. C. Sugar Refinery. 

British bark Argyleshire, 70S reg., * Aal, 
Capt. Stevens, is S3 days out from Glasgow, 
consigned to James Crawford. 

The British bark Mermaid, 404 tons reg., 
('apt. Niemann, is 24 days on the way from 
London to this port. 

The Morning Light and the Celeste 
Merrill, seeking, are still lying in Royal 
Roads. 

Bark Mistletoe, now en route from Monte- 
video to Victoria, is chartered to load at 
Hastings mill. B. C. lumbermen look upon 
this as a silent but powerful tribute to the 
superiority of the timber of this province. 
The Mistletoe's cargo will be used in the 
navy yards and car shops on the Delaware. 

Steamer Thistle, Capt. Nickerson, will 
- leave at noon, to-morrow, for all Northern 
ports with a full cargo and all the passen- 
gers she can can carry, among them : Miss 
Beavis,F. Cummings, D. Ferguson, A. Joyce, 
Mr. and Mrs. Skillen, Theo. Robinson and 
H. M. Trice. Her return is looked for in 
about 10 days. 

Owing to the high wind of last night, the 
Vosemite did not start for Westn inster nt 
her usual time. In fact, it was about half- 
past ten, to-day, before she did cast off 
her moorings. Among the passengers who 
boarded her, last night, was Sergt. Hey- 
wood, of the Vancouver police. He turned 
in, intending to get a good sleep no inattei 
how rough it was, and slept, like a top till 
morning. Then he awoke, and finding the 
boat not in motion, was under the very 
natural impression that he had arrived at 
his destination. So he got up, dressed, and, 
taking his valise in his hand, sallied forth. 
He had the joke all to himself, and, had he 
not given it away, no one else would have 
been permitted to enjoy it. 

The tide, to-day, is higher in harbor than 
it has been for weeks past, and this make) 
it all the worse for the little steamer Phan- 
tom, which lies submerged in the old En- 
terprise slip. She came in, on Saturday 
night, and, it appears, ran her nose into the 
mud at the head of the slip, her stern being 
in deep water, where the dredger had been 
I at work making room for the City ot King- 
ston. When the tide receded the stem 
sank with it, and the water poured in 
through the closet pipes, filling the ship. 
She settled during the night, and now only 
her must, her smokestack and her boat 
swung on the davitts can be seen above the 
surface.

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FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL- 

Relative to the condition of the livestock 
trade, C. H. Frye, .buyer for the Seattle 
market, who has just returned from a trip 
through Oregon and Idaho, said that beef 
cattle are abundant, but prices are firm; 
that handfeeding has begun, and unless a 
severe storm comes to cut the cattlo down 
suddenly, there is not likely to be an ad- 
vance in prices for some time. Hogs, he 
says, arc getting scarce, though it will not 
be necessary to ship from the Erst for 
several weeks ; sheep are plentiful, but the 
speculators continue to hold on to their 
stock iu anticipation of higher prices. In 
case they fail to realize, thoy expect to bo 
able to get even for the extra feed on 'the 
extra yield of wool next season, as sheep 
well wintered yield more wool than thoto 
poorly wintered. 

Henry Clews, of New York, has the fol- 
lowing to say on tho general financial situa- 
tion in his latest financial and commercial 
review: During the week Russia has closed 
her ports against tho export of wheat: 
which added to her previous stoppage of 
export of oats, must have the eil'ect of 
largely increasing the shipments of those 
cereals from our own ports. The large ship- 
ments of grain are adding remarkably to 
the volume of our exports. For the three 
months ending with October 31, the total 
exports of merchandise exceeded those for 
the same period of KS!)0 by 34,000,000, while 
the imports for the same months tail 15,000- 
000 below those of last year. The trade 
balance in our favor for the three months is 
SO 1,000,000 compared with only $15,000,000 
in 1890. The balance, however, has been 
set oil' by simultaneous gold imports amount- 
ing to $25,000, 000, which left an outstand- 
ing balance in our favor o£ §39,000,000 
at the end of October. Under the gloomy 
conditions recently existing abroad it 
was not unlikely that this balancs might lie 
liquidated to some extent by the return of 
our securities, but the more hopeful symp- 
toms in both finances and the polil ics of 
Europe, ubove referred lo, favor liquida- 
tion in gold rather than securities. At 
home, also, current influences are favorable 
to the stock market. Tho condition of the 
bank reserves is conducive to continued 
ease in money. The trade of the country 
at large is beginning to show a more distinct 
response to the stimulus coming from our 
abundant harvest. Tho earnings of the 
railroads are still gaining upon those of last 
year, and, that upon the net as well as the 
gross business. These several factors arc 
producing a tinner feeling among holders of 
stocks; and as the market is largely over- 
sold, the purchases of the "bears" to cover 
short contracts are likely to have a favor- 
able effect oil prices at an early day. j 



Under these circumstances, it would seem 
safe to buy good stocks on the reactions for 
early favorable developments.
